SgcrioN 1. That section one hundred and twenty-four
(124) of chapter eight (8) of the general statutes of the

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Sec. 124. The salary of the county auditor shall be
regulated by the value of the taxable property in their
respective counties as fixed by the state board of equaliza-
tion for the preceding year, as follows : In counties where

Compensutlon 1€ aMount of taxable property does not cxceed the sum
of Coumy Anal of one and one-half million dollars, they shall be c¢ntitled
Inteq, to receive six mills on ecach dollar of the first one hundred
’ thousand dollars ; and one mill on each dollar of all amonnts
in excess of said last named sum, and less than two huadred
thousand dollars ; ene-third of one mill on each dollar on
all umounts in excess of said last named sum. Incounties
where the value of the taxable property for the preceding
